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Student Declares Roommates “Axis of Evil’’ 

"State of the Apartment Address" gets cold reception 



ANN ARBOR, MI— In a 
speech that his roommates 
had not been highly antic¬ 
ipating, Joseph Connell 
delivered his first State of 
the Apartment Address 
since his move into 1327 
Geddes Apt. 6 last Septem¬ 
ber. While much of his 
speech was controversial, 
perhaps most striking was 
Connell’s labeling of his 
roommates as an “Axis of 
Evil,” who have been 
involved in sponsoring acts 
of terror in the apartment. 

“As we gather tonight, our 
apartment is a dump, our 
toilet’s clogged up, some 
uncivilized prick broke my 
stereo, and the smell in Steve’s room has 
never been stronger. Truly we are in 
crisis.” said Connell. “Dan [who shops 
for groceries] is a roommate stocking 
up on Doritos, while starving us of the 
Fritos we need to live. Steve aggressively 


exports our liquor stash to his friends, 
while oppressing the right to watch Letter- 
man at 11:30 instead of Craiggers. And 
Evan continues to flaunt his hot girlfriend 
around the apartment, making occupants 
feel really horny and lonely.” 


Connell went on to say, 
“Roommates like these, and 
their obnoxious friends, con¬ 
stitute an Axis of Evil, 
threatening peace in the apart¬ 
ment.” 

As Connell continued to 
fling accusations at his room¬ 
mates, they steadily departed 
the dining nook, where he 
had assembled them.

Three Die in Candlelight Vigil 

'U' prepares for Candlelight Vigil-Vigil 
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Who Needs Genuine Empathy When You Can Just 
Hold a Candle In Public? 


ANN ARBOR, MI— A 
solemn air pervaded Ann 
Arbor this morning as stu¬ 
dents attempted to attend 
classes as normal in the 
aftermath the freak can¬ 
dle-lit tragedy of nearly a 
week ago. Elegiac signs and 
boquets of fresh flowers still 
adorn the steps of the gradu¬ 
ate library, commemorating 
the lives of three students 
killed in the worst vigil acci¬ 
dent in the history of the 
University. 

The ill-fated vigil, held 
to support the struggle of 
China-terrorized Tibet, 
started off normally, but 
ended in disaster. “We 
thought we were doing a good thing,” stated 
Amnesty International member Wren Free¬ 
dom as he parallel parked his electric car. 
“We hoped to ease the fears of the Tibetan 
people by showing them that 10 or 15 col¬ 
lege students who live in paradise compared 
to their own homes supported their struggle 
by standing still with candles half a world 


away. How come we can save the whales, 
but not our own people?” 

Sophomore Amber Crowley echoed Free¬ 
dom’s views. “We were solving world prob¬ 
lems,” she said as she tugged at her hemp 
jeans and listened to “We Shall Overcome” 
on her Rio. “Really the only non-vigil way to 
do that is to act condescendingly toward those 


eating meat and wearing shoes 
while hoping they’re shamed into 
action of their own.” 

Crowley explained: “We all 
came over from Cava Java and it 
was, like, a totally somber event. 
My boyfriend was drinking a 
double mocha. Ihadchai. Some¬ 
body ordered a couple vegan 
pizzas. All of a sudden we real¬ 
ized that the wax shields on three 
of the candles were improperly 
installed. The candles leaked on 
the empty boxes, causing them to 
ignite. A couple of the hippies 
tried to put them out using free- 
range wool-woven freedom blan¬ 
kets. Unfortunately, the natural 
ink in the blankets started burn¬ 
ing too and by then, half the 
crowd was covered in wax and flame, writh¬ 
ing in anguish. They were like human 
candle wicks. When you think about it, it 
was quite poignant. Rather than burning can¬ 
dles, they burned themselves. They gave the 
ultimate gift to those Tibetans—their point-

Economy On Rebound, Doesn't

On Tuesday, the Economy 
announced she is taking a break 
after ending her on-again/off- 
again relationship with Reces¬ 
sion.

Enron Executives Found To Be Real 
Victims of Enron Scandal 


Execs went from dirty stinking filthy rich to only filthy rich in just days 


HOUSTON, TX— Enron execu¬ 
tives who once lived in real world 
versions of the Barbie Dream 
House may soon be forced to 
settle for less prestigious Skipper 
Aloha Summer Fun Mansions in 
the wake of the company’s finan¬ 
cial ruin. Though the Enron col¬ 
lapse has impoverished thousands 
of middle-class workers, the true 
costs of the scandal are only now 
becoming known. High-level exec¬ 
utives at Enron, in between des¬ 
perate searches for enough money 
to make their Lear Jet payments, 
have launched a public relations 
campaign to show the public that 
they are the real victims.

Other courageous executives have 
come forward. On The Today Show , 
a sobbing Linda Lay, wife of former 
Enron CEO Ken Lay, spoke about 
the desperate state of the family’s 
finances. 

“Other than all the stuff we really 
like, and most of the stuff we kinda 
like, everything we own is for sale,” 
said Mrs. Lay. “There’s nothing 
left.” 

However, after Lay’s statement 
came under fire for being completely 
and utterly untrue, a spokesman for 
the Lays issued a correction. “What 
Mrs. Lay meant to say,” said the 
spokesman, “is that there is nothing 
left except the $200 million in com¬ 
pensation that Mr. Lay received from 
Enron, the $10 million in non-Enron 
stock they own, their sixteen properties in Texas and 
Colorado, and several small nations scattered across the 
southern hemisphere. 

“And when Mrs. Lay said everything was up for sale, 
she neglected to mention that the sale is not due to fidu¬ 
ciary troubles, but simply to finance Mr. Lay’s chari¬ 
table contributions to the Foundation for Research on 
Making Ken and Linda Lay, and Nobody Else, Not Even 
Their Kids, Immortal.”

The Graduate Employee Organization walked out of contract 
negotiations early in February, despite the University agreeing to 
a 20% pay raise, daycare, and equal language testing for nation¬ 
als and foreign students.

Congress, outraged by reports that some Enron execu¬ 
tives have had to mortgage their railroads or even sell off 
their light blue properties, has leapt into action. Sen. Joseph 
Lieberman (D-CN) will head a committee, established by 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, to investigate the com¬ 
mittee, led by Sen.

fighter. Neither character appears in the show after 
the premiere, when they are both infected with anthrax 
by the mischievous Frank.

— “A laughing machine is telling us all to laugh now.” 
With this innovative method of scripting, Fox’s writers 
have actually removed the necessity of the scripting.
